The statement shows that 
there are now held im the United States 
Treasury Department $342,696,300 in 
United States bonds as security for the cir- 
culation of National Banks, upon which 
an annual interest of $19,600,152 is paid by 
the Government, It is also shown that on 
$437,500,000 in four per cent. bonds, which 
at eighty per cent. would secure $350,000,- 
000 National Bank circulation, the inter- 
est would be $17,500,000. By this showing 
the Government would save annually 
$2,190,152. Estimating the bonds bearing 
six per cent. interest in gold at an average 


premiun of twelve per cent. and 
the bonds bearing five per cent. 
interest in gold at an average 


premium of five and a half per cent. and 
the bonds bearing six per cent. currency 
interest at par, it would take $375,000,000 
of the four per cent. bonds to take these 
up, and $375,000,000 of four per cent. bonds 
at eighty per cent, would secure $300,000, - 
000 circulation, the amount now out. 
The remaining $62,500,000 four per cent. 
bonds would secure $50,000,000 circulation, 
and, being sold for cash, would furnish 
450,000,000 United States notes to be can- 
eeled, in liew of the National Bank notes, 
and would furnish $12,500,000 besides, 
which could be applied to the purchase 
and cancelation of any other United States 
interest-bearing securities. The bill ac- 
companying the statement, proposes to 


_ give theSecretary of the Treasury the au- 


thority toissue registered bonds to the 
amount of $437,500,000, at four per cent. in- 
terest in gold, payable semi-annually, to 
be redeemed at the pleasure of the United 
States, at the end of thirty years, 
and received by the Treasury 
as security for the National Banks. 
The National Banks are, by this bill, re- 
quired to convert the bonds at present in 
security inte the four per cent. bonds 
above alluded to, and the bill will provide 
how the conversion shall be made; but if 
the banks fail to make the conversion 
within sixty days from the time specified, 
the bonds shall be sold by the Controller 
of the Currency at public sale. The third 
section of the bill authorizes the Secretary 
of the Treasury to sell not to exceed a, - 
500,000 of these four per cent. bonds, at 
par, for United States notes, toany parties 
or association which have filed their arti- 
cles of association and organization certifi- 
ente with the Controller of the Currency, 
and obtained his approval for the organi- 
zation of banks in any of the Sonthern or 
Western States which are entitled by the 
bill to receive circulation. The bonds 
thus sold are to be issued to the Treas- 
urer, in trust, as security for the circula- 
tion of the assoviation making the deposit. 
The fourth section authorizes the Con- 
troller of the Currency to issue circulating 
notes to National banks to the amount of 
350,000,000 in addition to the amount now 
authorized by law, the same to be 
apportioned to the States and Terri- 
tories having the least ratable propor- 
Lion of National Bank circulation accord- 
ing to population andthe needs of busi- 
ness. For every thousand dollars thus 
issued the Secretary is required to cancel 
the same amount of United States notes 
received by him in payment for bonds 
sold and deposited as seeurity for such 
circulation. The circulation is to be is- 
sued at the rate of eighty dollars for every 
one hundred dollars of bonds deposited, 
and when a National Bank fails to redeem 
its cireulation its bonds are to be declared 
forfeited to the United States and can- 
celed.
